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BURLEY, THOUGH 
SHORT, WEIGHING 
HEAVY THIS YEAR 

Crop Will Bring 
Above 2 Million 
Dollars, Is Belief 

Although the drouth has cut 
Morgan county’s hurley tobacco 
crop an estimated 25 percent, the 
quality of the leaf is very good 
and its weight is proving a sur¬ 
prise to growers, giving rise to 
a belief that this year’s produc¬ 
tion will bring above two million 
dollars. 

The 1952 crop brought $2,297,- 
606 to Morgan fanners. 

Usually a light crop cured out 
in a drouth season weighs light. 
Some farmers weighed some 
sticks ready for stripping this 
week and were surprised at its 
heavy weight despite its thin, 
high-price quality. 

C. K. Stacy, local banker and 
tobacco grower and one of the 
county’s top authorities on bur- 
ley, said he weighed two sticks 
from a bam near West Liberty 
early this week and found one 
weighed one pound and two 
ounces and another one pound 
and 10 ounces. He said he had 
estimated it would take three 
sticks to weigh two pounds and 
was,agreeably surprised to find 
such a thin crop weighing so 
heavy. 

Mr. Stacy, who had previously 
expressed opinion that this year’s 
crop would bring' considerably 
less than two million dollars, now 
estimates it will bring more than 
two million. 

Another burley grower, Roc 
Wheeler of Grassy Creek, says 
he has burley that will weigh two 
pounds per stick. 

Mr. Stacy said he used postal 
scales to weigh b i s sampled 
sticks. One stick had six stalks 
and stripped out two large hands 
of fine quality leaf, he said. 

Nearly ill early tobacco in 
Morgan ripened in a two-week 
period because of the drouth, and 
the weather has been excellent 
curing weather, contributing to 
a high quality product. Late to¬ 
bacco was seriously damaged by 
the drouth, some of it so much 
that it is not worth cutting. How¬ 
ever, most Morgan farmers, re¬ 
membering their experience in 
last year’s drouth, got their plants 
m the field early this year. Thus, 
a big portion of the crop was of 
fair size when cut. 

Also, the absence of rain in 
August and September enabled 
farmers to save the lower leaves 
that are usually lost in a normal 
year. This accounts in part for 
the heavy weight of burley, it is 
explained. 

Though the crop is short, it 
will be of excellent quality and 
will weigh heavy, local observers 
believe. There will more $68 and 
$70 baskets in Morgan this year 
than ever before, they say.

Three-Month Drouth Is Having 
Serious Effect In Morgan County 


Rainfall Is Less 
Than Half Normal 
In Past 3 Months 

Seriousness of the three-months 
drouth in Morgan county was 
brought into focus this week by 
an official check on the rainfall 
by the West Liberty office of the 
Farmers Home Administration, 
which will administer drouth re¬ 
lief should the county be placed 
in a “disaster area” by the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The study shows that since June 
rainfall in Morgan has been! less 
than one-half of the average rain¬ 
fall computed on a 34-year basis. 
The 34-year average rainfall for 
this section during July, August 
and September is 12.01 inches. 
This year it totals 5.77 inches. 
The figures by months—

The 34-year average rainfall 
figures are from the U S. Weath¬ 
er observing station at Farmers, 
Rowan county. T o 1953 figures 
are from the records of John 
Turner, West Liberty weather ob¬ 
server for the government. 

However, there was an abun¬ 


dance of ra>n in the spring and 
early summer. Rainfall in May 
for instance was 6.8 inches. But 
it has steadily declined since. 

As a result of the three-months 
drouth, practically all the small 
streams have dried up. Only the 
four larger streams still have 
water in them—Licking, Elkfork, 
Grassy and Blackwater, and these 
only in holes for the most part. 
Headwaters of Elkfork, Grassy 
and Blackwater are dry. Licking 
is the lowest ever recorded here, 
John Turner, U. S. weather ob¬ 
server, said. However, there is 
enough water in the Twenty-Two 
Hollow pool and behind a dam 
constructed at the bridge here to 
insure adequate water supply for 
West Liberty, he said. 

Livestock farmers are faced 
with a difficult situation in ob¬ 
taining water for their stock. A 
majority of the farmers are driv¬ 
ing their stock to deep pools or 
hauling water to them, some as 
far as ten miles. 

Major sources of water for 
stock now is from pools in Lick¬ 
ing, Elkfork, Grassy and Black¬ 
water, and from deep wells and 
a few never-failing springs, and 
from approximately 175 stock 
ponds built in recent years. The 
Soil Conservation Service office 
said it had aided in building 141 
stock ponds during the past three 
years.

The ban 
not only applies to squirrel hunt¬ 
ers but to all hunters including 
those hunting groundhogs, crows, 
etc. The squirrel season opened 
Aug. 20 and was to have extended 
to Nov. 5. The number of days 
lost because of the ban will be 
added to the squirrel season la¬ 
ter, it was stated in Frankfort. 

State Forester Harrod B. New- 
Iand also pointed out that after 
midnight tonight, state law pro¬ 
hibits the burning of brush and 
debris within 200 feet of any 
woodland except between the 
hours of 4:30 and midnight. This j 
prohibition is in effect each Oc- ■ 
tober. Another exception allow¬ 
ing burning of brush and trash 
is when snow is on the ground 
during these months.

The Hindman, Ky. Democrat 
: said the 12-county critical area 
extends from Morgan and Wolfe 
counties south to the headwaters 
of the Big Sandy and Kentucky 
Rivers. It includes the major por¬ 
tion of Breathitt, Elliott, Floyd, 
Johnson, Knott, Lee, Letcher, Ma- 
' goffin. Perry, and Pike counties. 

Perkins described it as an up¬ 
land area of livestock farming 
j with a minor portion of the farm 
| land devoted to corn, tobacco, and 
gardens. 

“The normal farm unit consists 
of 100 acres with a lV 4 -acre to- 
! bacco base and something like 10 
acres of corn,” he wrote Benson, 
j "The remainder of the farm is de¬ 
voted to pasture and hay crops. 

, "The excellent soil on this roll- 
I ing plateau produces pasture and 
hay sufficient to maintain one 
j cow on every four acres which, 
i with the cash income of approxi- 
| mately S800 from an acre of to- 
i bacco, makes a reasonably suc¬ 
cessful farmer. 

Leaf Crop Below Normal 

"Poultry and sheep provide in¬ 
cidental income, but the principal 
sources of the farm income, which 
I is the sole income of 96 percent 
1 of the population in the greater 
part of this area, are cattle and 
j tobacco.” 

Perkins said the tobacco crop 
is 25 percent below normal, with 
the corn crop reduced by from 33 
to 50 percent. With this reduc- 
j tion in cash income and winter 
feed supply, there is a complete 
failure of fall pastures. 

Drouth conditions have dam- 
aged the fall hay crops so that 
] they are being used as emergency 
pasture, and many farmers are 
using the winter hay supply to 
supplement the inadequate pas¬ 
ture. 

Fears Winter .Shortage 

| "The result will be a disas¬ 
trous shortage of teed by mid¬ 
winter,” Perkins declared. 

"In a normal year no hay would 
be used before late November and 
in good years early December. 

' The hay crop was planned to pro¬ 
vide winter feed for a normal 
; feeding period, and would have 
j been inadequate for this long 
feeding period had the yield been 
| average.” 

The complete failure of late hay 
crops leaves the supply about 50 
percent below the requirements 
ol this abnormal feeding period, 
Perkins said. 

Says Credit Used Up 

There has been no carryover 
because the 1952 drouth, while 
not so severe as the 1953 drouth, 
treated a shortage. This used up 
all available supplies, as well as 
the cash and credit of most of the 
farmers, Perkins said. 

“The net result has been a dras¬ 
tic deterioration of the economic 
structure of this area in a period 
of strain caused by rapidly de¬ 
clining cattle prices and a general 
drop in all other farm prices." 

Perkins said county agricultural 
agents and officials are urgently 
requesting aid in obtaining suf¬ 
ficient feed to enable small farm¬ 
ers to retain their livestock. He 
excerpted from reports by Mor¬ 
gan and Wolfe county agricultural 
agents to show current conditions 
in the area. 

Corn Yield Is 50 Pel. Off 

In Morgan county, the tobacco 
yield is reduced 25 percent, with 
quality fair. The corn yield is re¬ 
duced 50 percent. 

Pastures are very do - , 2 nd have 
not made growth for a month 
except on a few low bottoms. 
Farmers ars using fields saved 
back where possible. Two more 
weeks will exhaust these sup¬ 
plies unless it rains. 

Late gardens are destroyed. 

Hundreds of Morgan farmers 
are driving livestock or hauling 
water, some as far as 10 miles. 
All communities report livestock 
being sold because of lack of 
water and pasture.* Beef cattle are 
are losing weight. 

Those selling thin and under 
500 pounds arc bringing only $10 
to $13 per 100 pounds. Farmers 
expect to begin feeding hay this 
month and expect the supply to 
be inadequate.

We find a number of folk who go along when 
the weather is good and then when things go 
wrong they will cry for God but He is a stranger 
to them. They have never talked to Him when 
the weather was fine, when the blood was run¬ 
ning red in a good sound body and their mind 
was alert; they did not take time off to talk to 
Him then and make His acquaintance so that 
when they needed Him there was no question 
of where to go. One of the sad things and one of 
the predicaments that is inexcusable is that we 
waste our days of opportunity that we have of 
getting acquainted with the sources of need for 
the human mind and spirit until some day we 
must have this help and we have made no plans 
for it at all. God gave us this spirit and mind 
to use while we can use it and if at the times 
that we can use it we waste it what else can we 
expect only to cry in the dark for One who is a 
stranger to us, yet that we want more than we 
want anything else in the world. 

One of the strangest things in the world is 
that One can be so near to us and because of our 
own attitudes and our disregard still be so far. 
To whom do most people go, or on whom do 
most people call in time of need? There is no 
question that it is on God but how much of this 
calling has been made from an instinctive cry 
and not from a knowledge of the assurance that 
God cares, that He is, and that He is a rewarder 
of them that diligently seek Him. One of our 
outstanding entertainers of this nation and the 
world said to the world recently that that was 
the thing that had kept him through all the toils 
of his life, that he knew God and knew he heard 
him when he called. I wonder how it is with us?

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THE CONSUMER AND THE FARMER 

Everyone knows that farm income is going 
down month by month. Yet. while the farmer 
is getting less for his products, the housewife is 
paying just as much as ever—even a little more. 

The Government’s cost-of-living index, an¬ 
nounced last week, stands at an all-time high. 
And one of the causes, the report said, is higher 
retail prices for beef and veai. Beef cattle, 
however, have declined 30% and veal 60%. 
Which reminds us of one chapter of government 
conduct that has escaped most citizens. Last 
Mav when the Government was considering the 
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contained a strange rider. This provided that 
“no part of the . . . appropriation shall be avail¬ 
able for a statistical analysis of the consumer’s 

dollar.” 

Democrat Senators contended the commission 
ought to be left free as in the past to make these 
analyses—that is inveseigate the widening gap 
between what the farmer is paid for his product 
and what the housewife has to pay for her food. 
But their proposal was beaten down by a vote 
of 36 Republican and 9 Democrats against 26 
Democrats and 4 Republicans. 

The whole episode was a striking comment 
on the grave concern about the high cost of living 
so often expressed in the Presidential campaign 
last fall. 


A POINT OF GOP SUCCESS 

The new administration in Washington seems 
to be eminently successful in its fight against in¬ 
flation after losing ground in the first months. 
Five percent was the regular fee under Truman, 
but soon after Ike took office in January the 
chairman of the GOP national committee got the 
fee up to 10 percent. However, last week it was 
revealed that Ike’s inauguration chairman was 
reported offering to get government contracts 
for only four percent of gross. But this is not 
the only sign of deflation. Last week word went 
out from GOP headquarters to all party workers 
to avoid using Ike’s “hard money” phrase hence¬ 
forth and use "restored dollar” instead, lest the 
old phrase remind the farm states how hard it’s 
getting to get the dollar. 


VINSON’S FINANCIAL SACRIFICE

can supply the need when trouble comes along. 
There is a very striking statement made by the 
Psalmist that I would like to call to your mind— 
to think a moment about it: ”As the hart panteth 
after the water brooks so panteth my soul after 
thee. O God.” That has a lot of meaning in it. 
It is taken from real experience in the life of a 
man. I imagine that David had been keeping 
his flock in the dry time of the year when the 
drought had dried up the streams and burned up 
the grass, causing the foliage to fall from the 
trees, and the dust was heavy. While he sat 
in the midst of all of that he heard the bleating 
of a little animal called the hart I think really 
the true name of it would be the gazelle, a fleet- 
footed, beautiful little animal. Some think that 
the statement is “As the hart brayeth after the 
water brooks so crieth my soul after thee, O 
God.” David heard this little gazelle on its way 
through the heat and the dust, braying as it 
passed by, crying for the water brooks. The 
water brook to which it had been going through 
the wet season of the year had dried up and now 
it was making its way into the hills, to the head 
of the stream, to the fountain that did not dry 
up. so that it could quench its thirst. And David 
sitting there listened; knowing the feeling of the 
little animal he wrote this by inspiration “Like 
that little animal cries for the water brook when 
it is thirsty and the drought has overtaken it, so 
my soul panteth after thee, O God.” 

It is an interesting thing how secure we feel 
sometimes and how insecure we feel at other 
times. Really, most of the time that we think 
we are secure It is a false feeling because the 
honest truth is that in the sense in which we 
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of us know that there can be no such thing. We 
think we have it but we know that we might 
lose it. We want to have a good strong body 
and good health and be secure in that but we 
know we cannot keep it. So we mortals are not 
as secure as sometimes we think. One of the 
sad things about us is that too many of us begin 
to co’ for help and we cry like the language of 
a cry in the dark. 

A lot of folk call on God only out of that 
peculiar something that is in us that just makes 
us want God. We all want Him. That is true, 
it does not matter where you go—you can go to 
the lowest Hottentot in the world and he is mak¬ 
ing some approach to his God. The sad thing 
is that many of them are crying in the dark. 
Right here in our own country, in our own com¬ 
munity, there are thousands of people, many of 
them young people, that are running to and fro, 
here and there, seeking pleasure. They are 
having what is a good time but they are not 
thinking of the days when they cannot find that 
and if something happens suddenly they are go¬ 
ing to be caught off guard. That happens when 
the trouble has poured in upon us like a flood 
and it catches us where we are not equal to it 
and we do not know just where to go, so we 
automatically begin ft cry for help. That being 
true it gives us just this side of the picture; dur¬ 
ing the good days and during the time when the 
brooks are running and the rain is coming down 
in due time, when we can go any time we want 
to and drink from the brook that is before us we 
forget that that brook is going to dry up and we 
have not made any plans to try to be able to find 
a path that leads to a fountain that does not dry 
up. 

When that one is gone we are confused; we 
do not know where to go, we begin to cry, wo 
cry for help and are certain to begin to want 
what was ignored before. They can deny Him 
when the well is filled but when it runs dry 
and there is no other place that they can go 
they are going to cry for Him. Now what the 
little gazelle did, according to the knowledge that 
was portrayed to us by people who know, during 
the time when things were going well it ac¬ 
quainted itself with the path that led to the 
fountain that stood the test of the drought. While

Conserve Cattle and Feed 

Feed supplies ir, Kentucky are 
“spotty”—in some areas they are 
adequate or abundant, in other 
places there is no hay or silage, 
and little corn. Pastures are go¬ 
ing into the winter in poor con¬ 
dition and with no surplus 
growth. It will be a problem for 
many farmers to carry even a 
part of their breeding herd 
through a severe winter. I con¬ 
sulted Ray Hopper, U. of K. Beef 
Cattle Specialist, about the prob¬ 
lem and he came up with some 
very useful suggestions for win¬ 
tering be?f cattle. In some cases, 
he says, cattle can be carried 
over on ground corn-cobs, fodder, 
straw or rough hay with 114 to 
2V4 pounds of high-powered sup¬ 
plement such as can be mixed or 
bought commercially. See your 
County Agent or write to the 
College of Agriculture in Lexing¬ 
ton for the mimeograph entitled 
“Suggestions for Wintering Beef 
Cattle.” 

Wheat or Rye For Late Seeding 

Many thousands of acres of 
land prepared last summer for 
alfalfa, pastures and small grains 
are still unseeded because of the 
dry weather. It is already too 
danger of winter killing of oats 
late to sow legumes, and the 
and barley increases rapidly after 
early October. As the season pro¬ 
gresses wheat and rye become the 
most dependable kinds of grain 
to sow and some farmers will 
seed them as late as Thanksgiv¬ 
ing rather than leave their land 
unprotected. When seeded late, 
if properly fertilized, wheat and 
rye may provide early spring 
grazing and produce a profitable 
grain crop in 1954. 

Fertilizer, Limestone Good Buys 

Fertilizer and limestone are 
still the cheapest productive ma¬ 
terials that the fanner has to 
buy—provided that he buys only 
the kinds that he needs and uses 
them efficiently.

School Amendment 
Headquarters Set Up

bacco that will not make a half 
crop. Corn and garden yields will 
be approximately one-third less 
than normally expected. Pastures 
are burned badly, forcing many 
farmers to feed hay and sell their 
cattle. Many are forced to draw 
water from wells due to water 
shortage. 

Will Need Hay 

“Farmers will have to buy hay 
If they hope to hold on to their 
normal carryover livestock. The 
last cutting of hay was pastured 
by many, resulting in much less 
hay for the winter. 

“There will be less money to 
buy feed and hay because of the 
lower cattle prices and because 
of expected lower yields of to¬ 
bacco (our main cash crop), and 
hay and corn.” 

Depend on Cattle 

Perkins said the area has more 
than 15,000 farmers, with the ma¬ 
jority principally dependent on 
income from cattle. 

Because of damage to their lone 
cash crop, tobacco, farmers have 
no choice “but to deplete their 
herds almost to the vanishing 
point by selling thin cattle at de¬ 
pression prices to obtain cash to 
purchase feed from distant and 
more fortunate areas for the re¬ 
mainder of their livestock,” he 
wrote 

If the department designates 
the counties as a disaster area, 
farmers there would be eligible 
to buy government-owned feed 
at bargain prices and for emer¬ 
gency disaster loans through the 
Farmers Home Administration.
